'  scalawags  ;"  and  those  who  were  born  there 
and  act  with  the  Republicans,  like  Judge  Hill 
or  Governor  Brown,  of  Georgia,  are  called

Your  argument  that  we  should  support  the 
Democrats  this  fall,  because  the  Senate  will 
bold  them  in  check,  is  the  same  put  forth  by 
Seymour  in  his  begging  letter  :  but  you  know 
that  this,  as  to  the  a'tuation  of  matters  in  the 
Sooth,  would  be  no  check  at  all.

therefore  at  the  representative  of  their  doc- 
trine, etc..  he  adds  :  "  Beyond  this  he  repre- 
eentt  nothing  to  me  but  the  cold  lava  of  tbe 
burnt-out  volcano  of  the  late  civil  war." 
There  it  a  great  deal  of  cold  impudence  in

the  two  houses  with  hut  three  dissenting 
voices.  I  intended  then  in  good  faith,  and 
so  they  were  received  by  the  border  States;

We  are  more  likely  to  restore  our  erring 
brethren  in  heart  and  feeling  to  the  Union, 
and  to  heal  thr  wounds  caused  by  tbe  late  terri- 
ble conflict,  by  tbe  observance  of  strict  good 
faith,  and  a  conscientious  observance  of  our 
constitutional  obligations  toward  them,  than 
by  assuming  superiority  over  them,  heaping 
on  them  contumely  and  reproach,  and  send- 
ing spies  among  to  slander  and  misrepresent 
them.  Yoa  express  fears  that  if  Seymour  and 
Blair  are  elected  tbey  will  reinitiate  secession, 
and  that  we  shall  lose  ail  we  have  gained  by 
the  war.

I,  for  myself,  think  the  only  danger  of  another 
revolt  lies  in  the  continuance  of  the  present 
party  in  power,  and  of  their  lawless  policy 
nade  up  of  mingled  insult  and  oppression 
such  us  men  of  ordinary  spirit,  who  have  once 
been  freemen,  would  die  sooner  than  endure. 
Meu  who  have  been  free  will  not  submit  to 
permanent  degradation  and  political  servitude, 
or  even  inferiority.  When  this  is  known  to  be 
tbe  fixed,  stern  and  relentless  policy,  they 
will  resist  by  force  of  arms,  and  in  that  event 
their  resistance  will  be  justified  on  tbe  univer- 
sally acknow'^dged  principle  of  the  right  of 
revolt  against  intolerable  oppression.  Had 
the  same  cause  existed  in  1861  which  now 
exists,  no  Northern  army  would  have  crossed 
tbe  Ohio  river  to  put  down  the  revolt.  You 
express  fears  that  the  North  will  countenance 
secessiou  if  Seymour  and  Blair  are  elected. 
In  the  present  state  of  things,  and  the  present 
party  permanently  in  power,  that  were  possi- 
ble; for,  the  fierce  passions  of  conflict  having 
subsided,  the  mast  of  mankind  sympathize 
with  the  conquered,  especially  if  insulted  or 
oppressed  ;  but  expect  an  administration  dis 
posed  to  restore  them  where  they  were  before 
the  revolt,  and  I  see  no  rational  probability 
that  the  100,000  majority  in  Ohio  which  re- 
corded their  votes  against  secession,  and  in 
tbmm*  a#«M*dsuaf  it  at  any  cost,  will  at  any 
cost,  will  at  once  cnauKc  .;jns  without  a 
shadow  of  reason,  and  sustain  it. 

I  have  looked  the  condition  of  things  full 
in  the  face  and  write  down  my  deep  convic- 
tions. There  is  danger  of  another  civil  war 
I  deplore  the  threatened  mischief,  and  have 
done  all  I  can  to  avert  it,  and  still  hope  the 
bitter  cup  will  pass  from  us.  But  the  party 
in  power  are  resolutely  fixed  iu  exciting  to 
the  utmost,  and  keeping  up  to  their  highest 
intensity,  the  fierce  and  angry  passioas  of 
men,  and  it  were  vain  for  them  to  expect 
lerocity  on  one  side,  and  calm  endurance  on 
the  other  Their  policy  continued  will  force 
on  collision,  which  let  them  in  prudence  avoid. 
Tbe  moral  and  physical  power  of  the  nation 
is  against  them  ;  they  can  proscribe  voters 
and  manipulate  elections,  but  their  power  will 
fail  against  men,  embioded  and  under  arms, 
where  each  man  counts,  whether  cheated  of 
hit  vote  or  not;  and  in  this  arbitrament  they 
wonld  be  but  as  one  to  three.  The  war,  it 
if  they  really  force  it  on,  will  not  be  ttrictly 
section  against  section— the  South  will  ne 
united,  the  North  divided — it  will  be  like  tbe 
war  between  the  Guelpht  and  Gbibi'ines, 
which,  for  more  than  two  hundred  year,  deso- 
lated Italy,  aud  in  which  Cesar  Borgir.  prac 
ticed  the  lessons  in  political  morality  which 
Senator  Morton  hat  been  taught  to  adopt  and 
practice,  by  our  five  years  of  war.  If  jye  had 
revised  his  reading  of  Machiavelli's  Pric*.  it

any  party  that  proposes  to  reduce  any  State 
or  States  to  the  condition  of  Territories,  or 
compel  them  to  adopt  negro  suffrage,  or 
place  them  as  subjugated  provinces  under 
military  government ' 

"The  rights,  the  dignity,  and  tbe  equality 
of  the  States  in  the  Union,  includiugthe  right 
of  representation  in  Congress,  are  solemnly 
guaranteed  by  that  Constitution,  to  aave 
which  from  overthrow,  so  much  blood  and 
treasure  were  expended  in  the  late  civil  war ; 
and  we  are  opposed  to  nny  amendments  of 
the  Constitution  by  which  any  of  those  rights 
may  be  imoaired.' 

"There  is  no  right,  anywhere,  to  dissolve  the 
Union,  or  to  separate  States  from  the  Union, 
either  by  voluntary  withdrawal,  by  force  of 
arms,  or  by  Congressional  action,  neither  by 
tbe  secession  of  the  States,  nor  by  the  exclu- 
sion of  their  loyal  and  qualified  representa- 
tives, nor  by  the  national  government  in  any 
other  form. 

"Each  State  has  the  indisputable  right  to 
prescribe  the  qualifications  of  its  own  elec- 
tors, and  no  external  power  rightfully  can 
dictate,  control,  or  influence  the  free  and 
voluntary  action  of  tbe  States  in  the  exercite 
ot  that  right." 

"The  maintenance  inviolate  of  the  rights 
0(  the  States,  and  especially  of  tho  right  of 
each  State  to  order  and  control  its  own  do- 
mestic cincerns  according  to  its  own  judg- 
ment exclusively,  subject  only  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  United  States,  is  essential  to 
that  balance  of  power  on  which  the  perfec- 
tion and  endurance  of  our  political  fabric  de- 
pends :  and  the  overthrow  of  that  system  by 
usurpation  and  centralization  of  power  in 
Congress  would  be  a  revolution,  dangerous 
to  republican  government  and  destructive  of 
liberty  " 

"  Each  House  of  Congress  it  made  by  the 
Constitution  the  sole  judge  of  the  elections, 
returns,  and  qualifications  of  its  members; 
but  the  exclusion  of  loyal  Senators  and  Rep- 
resentatives, properly  chosen  and  qualified 
under  the  Constituton  and  laws,  is  unjust,  on- 
constitutional,  and  revolutionary." 

General  Harlan,  who  is  a  lawyer  and  an 
able  one,  will  not  deny  that  all  Acts  which 
are  unconstitutional  are  void.  What,  then, 
did  tbe  Third  party  mean  when  they  deliber- 
ately announced  that  the  reconstruction  Acts 
kt6  unconstitutional  f  General  Harlan  ap- 
proved this  announcement.  He  united  in 
it  For  aught  we  know,  he  drew  the  resolu- 
tions in  which  it  was  made.

A  Letter  Irom  ThaddenaSteveua. 

Tbe  following  letter  was  made  public  the 
first  time  on  Wednesday  night  i 

Wasbi  xoton,  Saturday,  June  27,  1868. 

Dear  Sir: — I  regret  I  can  not  speak  favor- 
ably of  the  Chicago  platform.  It  is  like  most 
of  the  Republican  platforms  for  the  past  six 
years,  lame  and  cowardly.

She  has  thought  that 
by  powerful  armies  and  navies  she  could  sup- 
press thst  spirit  of  liberty  which  is  inextin- 
guishable in  the  Spanish  breast.  The  raiser- 
able  experience  of  repeated  revolutions,  which 
have  barely  missed  success,  could  not  rid  her 
narrow  mind  of  this  delusion.  To-day  she  is 
paying  the  penaltv  of  her  mistake  by  the  loss 
of  her  throne.  1* bus  powerful  and  terrible 
are  tbe  agencies  for  mischief  which  mouarchs 
only  foster  into  strength  and  action  when  they 
put  standing  armies  in  every  province  and  call 
the  deceptive  quiet  by  the  mocking  name  of 
peace.  That  is  not  peace  which  is  preserved 
by  standing  armies.  It  it  really  war— war  in 
all  that  is  deadly  to  industry  and  enterprise, 
to  the  free  scope  of  human  endeavor — but  war 
without  the  few  compensating  qualities  of 
patriotism,  national  enthusisym,  and  exalted 
courage.  In  the  revolntions  which  burst 
forth  and  sweep  away  the  incubus  of  standing 
arnves  from  the  bre  ist  of  nations  and  subti- 
tute  real  war  for  its  base  counterfeit  called 
perce,  is  the  only  hope  of  human  progress 
against  tyranny.

— 1^  adapt- 
ing the  dress  to  the  shape  and  size  of  the  wear- 
er, a  certain  knowledge  of  drawing  and  of  the 
proper  proportions  of  the  figure  is  of  course 
the  chief  help.  There  are  however,  a  few 
well-ascertained  rules  which  may  safely  be 
tought  One,  f  r  instance,  is  that  transverse 
shapes  generally  tend  to  lessen  height  and  in- 
crease breadth,  while  Ion  gitudinal  forms 
have  the  opposite  effect.  Another  well-known 
role  (which  I  believe  is  easily  explained  by  a 
reference  to  optical  science)  is  the  tendency 
of  light  colors  to  increase  the  apparent  b'w, 
and  r tee  versa  People  of  more  than  average 
size  should  be  cautious  about  wearing  white  or 
very  light  colors  for  this  reason,  although  it 
must  always  be  remembered  that  proportion 
and  color  impress  the  eye  so  much  more  sen- 
sibly than  mere  scale  that  this  rule  is  a  very 
subordinate  one,  and  only  to  be  applied  after 
those  more  important  subjects  hnve  been 
thoroughly  considered.  It  should,  however, 
be  remembered  that  more  than  average  size 
necessarily  involves  a  certain  degree  of  con- 
spicuousness,  which  makes  any  peculiarity  of 
dress  doubly  undesirable  in  such  cases.  A 
small  person  may  wear  with  impunity  both 
colors  and  shapes  which  wonld  be  inexcusa- 
bly striking  in  one  of  a  large  figure.  Nothing 
goes  so  Tar  to  redeem  unusual  size  as  complete 
repose  both  in  form  and  color.  Much  trim 
ming,  loose  ends  and  streamers,  frills  and  fur- 
belows, and  caprices  of  all  kinds  are  apt  to 
become  intolerable  wben  magnified,  while  on 
a  small  scale  they  may  please,  by  a  certain 
fluttering  airiness  whice  is  in  keeping  with 
the  impression  of  a  tiny  creature.  But  here 
also  proportion  may  almost  reverse  the  effect 
of  scale.  A  short  heavy  figure  may  even  more 
imperatively  need  quietness  in  dress  than  one 
twice  its  actual  volume  which  bas  run  up  into 
slendernesa  And  this  naturally  leads  me  to 
the  second  respect  in  which  dress  should  be 
adapted  to  the  wearer,  namely,  character ; 
which  indeed,  is  scarcely  separable  from  the 
form  on  which  it  is  impressed,  and  according 
to  which  such  questions  as  the  last  should 
mainly  be  decided. — Cornhill  Magazine..

men was  in  poseestion  ot  plonty  of  "tin"  for 
at  least  once. 

Mr.  Stephen  L.  Crosby,  a  railroad  sur- 
veyor of  Manchetter,  N.  H.,  hat  written 
home  from  Peru  where  he  has  been  surveying 
a  railroad  in  progress.

Our  printers  contributed  liberally, 
and  supported  him  while  he  used  sulphur, 
and  endeavored  to  drive  away  tbe  aroma 
which  he  carried  about  hit  person,  and  which 
bore  oo  resemblance  to  the  perfume  of  rotes. 
He  was  only  partly  saccessfnl,  and  was  as- 
signed a  place  in  tho  office  as  far  removed 
from  the  otaer  vorkmen  es  poatible. 

In  a  few  weeks  after  bit  appearance  in  the 
city,  he  concluded  he  wonld  go  into  the  news- 
paper business,  and  issued  the  prospectus  of 
'The  Southern  Refugee  and  Cotton  Pimter 
He  procured  about  a  hundred  subscribers  at 
i  hree  dollars  each ;  and  pocketing  the  money, 
Uft  for  parts  unknown.  When  next  we  heard 
of  him,  he  was  publishing  a  radical  paper  at 
Jacksonport.  hob-nobbing  with  negroes  and 
talking  about  loyalty  J.  T.  Elliott  is  now 
the  radical  candidate  for  Congress  in  the 
Camden  District  of  Alabama.

Sir  John  Dean  Paul,  the  notorious  London 
banker,  it  is  announced,  has  died  in  tbe  pen- 
al colony  of  Van  Dieman  s  Land,  at  the  age 
of  66.  He  was  prominent  in  the  religious 
world  as  a  professed  friend  of  all  the  bene- 
volent enterprises,  and  was  for  many  years  a 
partner  in  the  banking  establishment  of 
Strachan,  Bates  k  Company.  Iu  1865  this 
widely-known  firm  failed,  and  it  wat  dit- 
covered  that  securities  deposited  with  them 
for  safe  keeping  had  been  told  and  tbe  pro- 
ceeds made  use  of  Criminal  proceedings 
were  instituted,  and  on  October  20th,  1855, 
the  three  partners  were  tried  at  tbe  Old 
Bailey  for  the  frauds,  convicted  and  sen- 
tenced to  transportation  for  fourteen  years. 
The  3cene  in  the  court  room  at  the  passing  of 
the  sentence  was  remarkably  solemn  and 
affecting.  Baron  Alderaon,  the  presiding 
judge,  in  sentencing  tbe  prisoners,  was  sev 
eral  times  unable  to  proceed  with  his  re- 
marks, and  was  occasionally  inaudible.  Tbe 
prosecutor  was  affected  to  tears,  and  the  pri- 
soners seemed  completely  stunned,  being  un- 
able to  utter  a  word.  Sir  John  Dean  Paul 
then  vanished  from  the  world  of  London  ;  re- 
ports were  received  of  his  good  behavior  in 
prison,  where  he  was  employed  in  making 
baskets,  and  of  his  release  on  ticket-of-Ieave. 
His  sentence  would  have  expired  in  about  a 
year's  time,  bnt  death  bas  removed  him  from 
all  his  troubles.  The  case  of  Sir  John  Dean 
Paul  is  usually  mentioned  at  a  striking  proof 
of  the  rigor  with  which  the  criminal  laws  are 
enforced  in  England.  Hit  position  was  inch 
as  to  elicit  the  rympathies  of  a  large  and  in- 
fluential class  of  society,  but  he  wat  never- 
theless couvicted,  and  treated  like  any  ordi- 
nary criminal  who  had  never  enjoyed  life  in 
the  high  places  of  the  world.

A  shawl 
which  cost  |400  at  Cashmere,  or  at  Umrisur, 
in  the  Punjaub.  when  these  shawls  are  also 
fabricated,  could  not  be  made  for  lets  than 
$5,000  to  $6,500  by  European  workmen.  Tho 
material  only  enters  into  twenty  per  cent  of 
the  cost  Hence  many  French  manufactures 
have  formed  establishments  at  Cashmere  aad 
Umritsur,  where  shawls  are  made  by  native 
workmen ;  bnt  in  too  many  instances  they  in- 
troduced their  own  designs  which  have  chang- 
ed the  national  character  of  the  shawl,  aad 
often  in  these  cases  the  beautiful  tissue  ia 
concealed  beneath  a  mass  of  embroidery. 

Shawls  of  inferior  quality  are  alto  made  at 
Loodiana  were  this  industry  was  introduced 
by  a  colony  from  Cashmere,  recruited  every 
year  from  tbe  valley.  The  colors  of  those 
made  at  Loodiana  are  very  solid,  and  bear 
constant  washing.  They  are  wanting  in  bril- 
liancy of  tints,  consisting  principally  of  b 
dark  bottle-green,  and  indigo  blue.  Tbe  < 
most  prized  are  a  doll  yellow,  shades  of  i 
antb,  and  mott  brilliant  of  all,  a  kind  of  rose 
pomegranate  of  the  finest  thread,  used  only  ia 
shawls  of  the  finest  quality.  Tbe  favorite 
color  in  India  is  a  bright  copper  green ;  it 
fades,  bnt  is  very  brilliant  aad  costly,  aad  ia 
chiefly  e  r  ployed  were  palms  are  introduced 
into  the  design.  Another  shade  of  the  same 
color  is  used  for  the  warp  of  the  finest  shawls, 
as  is  also  turquoise  blue,  a  most  costly  color. 

At  Loodiana'the  workmen  are  seated  three 
together  at  the  same  strip,  in  front  of  a  cylin- 
der upon  which  the  warp  is  rolled.  Each 
has  at  least  fifty  shnttles  The  chief  site  ia 
the  middle  and  guides  the  other  two.  In  one 
pair  of  shawls  is  six  hundred  days'  work  ;  they 
would  cost  at  Loodiana,  if  of  the  finest  quali- 
ty made,  about  $100.  The  white  ahawla  with 
gre^n  palms  are  the  coarsest 

These  Loodiana  shawls  are  heavy,  the  palms 
stiff  and  ungraceful,  and  they  are  destitute  of 
tbe  softness  so  admired  in  Europe,  of  this 
they  gain  in  a  great  degree  by  wear  and  wash- 
ing. From  their  cheapness  Cashmere  cannot 
contend  with  Loodiana  in  the  Indian  market 
What  the  Indian  produces  by  years  of  manual 
Isbor,  the  European  now  obtains  in  aj  short 
time  by  means  of  machinery.  Shawls  are 
made  in  the  Jacquard  loom  by  workmai 
the  most  intricate  and  complicated. 

An  attempt  has  been  made  to  imitate  tbesa 
thswls  in  France,  but  the  perfect  softness  of 
the  Indian  shawl  has  never  yet  been  equal 

Another  great  merit  of  the  Indian  eachemire 
consists  in  the  harmony  and  effect  produced 
from  the  proper  distribution  of  color  and  tho 
rich  invention!of  their  patterns,  these  give 
them  an  evident  superiority  over  the  French 
shawls,  which  last  are  chiefly  'distinguished 
by  their  well  chosen  designs  and  the  perfect 
regularity  of  their  weaving,  equally  apparent 
both  in  the  ground  and  border.  The  Cashmere 
wool  it  the  most  delicate  and  diffiewH  of  all 
tissuesjto  work,  so  that  the  '.Eastern  natives, 
by  their  success  in  weaving  it,  have  earned 
the  reputation  of  being  the  most  patient  aad 
most  skillful  weavers  in  tbe  world.

The  debt  of  $100,000  ia 
one  that  the  Company  could  carry  without 
difficulty,  gradually  pay  off,  and  preserve 
the  ownership  of  the  road  to  the  stock- 
holders. The  road  to  Carlisle  would  pay  a 
*ood  dividend  on  the  cost  of  its  construc- 
tion. It  would  not  only  be  used  by  a  part 
of  Mason  and  all  of  Fleming  and  Nicholas, 
but  in  addition  it  would  have  tributary,  to 
it  a  large  part  of  Bourbon.  Bath  and 
Montgomery.  Very  much  of  the  shipping 
is  now  done  to  and  from  Paris  would 
be  done  at  Carlisle.  To  construct  a 
road  to  Carlisle  would  attract  to  that  place 
-erv  much  of  the  trade  trausacted  at 


Paris,  and  we  firmly  believe  would  be  the 
means  of  inducing  the  people  of  Bourbon 
to  change  their  determination  and  vote 
the  tax  necessary  to  complete  the  road  to 
Paris.  The  great  objection  urged  against 
the  enterprise  in  Bourbon  was  that  the 
road  could  not  be  completed  for  $1,000,000. 
If  we  demonstrate  the  feasibility  of  the 
enterprise  by  building  the  road  to  Carlisle 
for  $000,000.  there  can  be  but  little  doubt 
that  Bourbon  would  theu  gire  the  addi- 
tional $400 
to  Paris. 

In  our  honest  judgement  it  rests  entirely 
with  the  County  Court  of  Mason  to  ssy 
whether  the  enterprise  shall  succeed  or 
tail.  And  in  this  is  embraced  the  question, 
whether  Maysville  and  Mason  county  shall 
increase  in  wealth  and  population,  and 
improve  in  all  the  elements  of  material 
civilization,  or  retrograde.  If  the  County 
Court  shall  adhere  to  the  conditions  fixed 
last  winter,  there  is  scarcely  a  hope  that 
they  can  be  fulfilled.  We  are  almost  cer- 
tain that  the  President  and  Board  of 
Directors  regard  the  task  of  raising  $600,- 
U00  by  subscription  as  so  utterly  hopeless 
that  they  will  not  even  make  the  effort  to 
do  so  It  therefore  the  County  Court 
shall  pej-si*t  in  requiring  so  large  a  sum  to 
be  raised  before  the  tax  can  be  levied  and 
collected  in  thin  county,  they  will  seal  the 
fate  of  tbe  enterprise  and  decree  the  lin- 
gering, but  none  the  less  certain  decay  and 
death,  of  the  commerce  of  our  city  and  its 
i  effect  upon  the  prosperity  of  the 
the  sum  within  the  reach 
of  honest  effort,  at  $500,000.  and  require 
that  this  snm  shall  be  expended  between 
Maysville  and  Carlisle,  and  it  can  and  will 
be  raised.  Tbe  work  on  the  road  would 
be  commenced  in  tbe  spring,  and 
from  abroad  would  begin  to  seek 
Msysville  as  a  field  for  investment.  We 
hope  that  the  Court  will  not 
lurate.  and  will  not  place  itself  in 
the  way  of  carrying  out  the  will  of  the 
people,  who  voted  the  tax  without  condi- 
tions of  any  sort.  If  they  have  any  regard 
for  the  wishes  of  the  people  or  the  interests 
of  the  community  they  will  accede  to  the 
reasonable  request  of  th«  President  and 
Directors,  which  has  already  been  pub- 
lished and  which  will  be  laid  before  them 
it 


THE  *M"1  OH*: II  ELECTIONS. 

ElectiooB  are  held  to-day  in  Pennsylva- 
nia. Ohio  and  Indiana  for  Congressmen, 
and  in  the  last  for  Governor  and  members 
of  the  State  Legislature.  These  three 
States  hare  sixty  electoral  votes.  At  the 
October  elections  in  I860  and  1864 
all  these  went  Republic.™  by  knife  ■  >ri 
ties.  At  the  election  of  last  year  Penn 
sylvania  went  Democratic  by  a  small  vote, 
but  elected  a  Republican  Legislature.  Ohio 
went  Republican  by  a  vote  of  about  three 
thousand,  but  elected  a  Democratic  Legis- 
lature and  thus  gained  a  Democratic  Sen- 
ator. In  Indiana  there  was  no  election  for 
State  officers,  but  the  Republicans  obtain- 
ed the  majority  of  the  vote  foT  county  and 
municipal  officers.  It  is  essential  to  Dem 
ocrotic  success  that  all  three  of  these 
States  Bhnll  be  carried  for  the  Democratic 
candidates  in  November,  and  thus  the 
elections  to-day  are  of  far  greater 
importance  than  State  elections  ordi- 
narily are.  To-day  the  people  of  those 
States  are  to  decide  not  merely  who  is  to 
be  Governor  of  Iadiana,  and  who  shall 
represent  the  several  Districts  in  Congress, 
but  also  the  far  greater  question  as  to  who 
will  be  the  President  of  the  United  States 
during  the  next  four  years.  If  Grant  is  to 
be  elected  in  November  the  Southern 
States  will  be  handed  over  to  a  remorseless 
tyranny  compared  with  which  all  they 
have  yet  suffered  would  be  but  the  inci- 
dents of  a  humane  and  magnanimous  poli- 
cy. The  negroes  will  be  everywhere  armed 
to  maintain  their  ascendancy,  and  all  their 
hellish  passions  will  have  room  for  full 
vent.  The  Congress  and  the  Executive 
will  be  in  perfect  accord  in  devising  and 
executing  new  schemes  of  oppression  and 
misrule.  The  decisions  of  the  Courts 
which  interfere  with  tbe  fell  purposes  of 
radicalism  will  be  treated  with  greater  con- 
tempt than  ever,  and  the  Supreme  Court 
itself  sink  into  a  mere  instrument  for  en- 
forcing the  most  lawless  acts  of  the  usurping 
legislative  departments.  Our  system  of  re- 
presentative republicanism  is  on  trial,  and 
to-day  will  decide  its  fate.  If  radicalism 
proves  triumphant,  patriots  may  well  de- 
spair of  the  Republic.  Then  there  will  be

Radicalism  in  Shelby  county  is  of  a  very 
queer  description,  not  having  advanced 
since  1865.  In  that  year  their  principal

The  Radicals  of  this  State  are  fearful 
that  it  will  not  answer  their  expectations  in 
the  November  election.

JOBS  M.  RICE'N  APPO.NTMfcNTN. 

From  a  list  of  appointments  published 
in  another  column  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
Democratic  candidate  for  Congress  com- 
menced the  canvas  at  Paintsville  on  Mod- 
day.  the  5th  inst.,  and  will  continue  to 
speak  every  day  until  the  day  before  the 
election.

Howell  Cobb  died  suddenly  in  New 
York  City  on  Thursday  last.  The  Radi- 
cals attribute  his  death  to  anxiety  caused 
by  his  fear  of  the  eleotion  of  Grant  and 
Colfax.

In  1856  he 
united  with  the  Democratic  party  and  was 
appointed  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  under 
Mr.  Buchanan.  His  administration  of 
the  duties  of  that  office  was  not  a  success. 
His  early  fame  was  obscured  by  the  zeal 
with  which  he  advocated  secession  in  I860 
and  1861,  and  his  name  will  not  live  among 
thsse  of  the  great  statesman  of  the  country. 
He,  was  however,  a  man  of  good  abilities, 
and  ranked  very  high  among  Southern 
politicians.  The  intelligence  of  his  death 
will  be  heard  with  general  sorrow  through- 
out the  Southern  States.

Spain  requires  at  this  moment  a  great  king, 
or  a  great  statesman,  or,  lacking  the  latter,  a 
great  people.  It  has  only  generals  who  con- 
spire, princes  who  are  exiled,  a  queen  deliver 
ed  over  to  every  contradiction  and  to  the  pro- 
tection of  all  the  saints  in  heaven.  The  Queen 
of  Spain  is  only  thirty-eight  years  old ;  she 
leoks  older.  8he  has  the  common  character- 
istics of  the  whole  Bourbon  family,  caused 
either  by  regimen,  or  excessive  appetite,  or 
by  both  these  ceases  togethe^  hiZ*Xw,  'W'll 
family  go  from  early  youth  to  middle  age 
without  any  other  transition  than  rapid  obesi- 
ty and  premature  wrinkles.  The  portraits  of 
Isabella  11  ,  Louis  XVI  ,  Louis  XVIII.,  Fer- 
dinand VII..  and  of  Louis  Phillippe,  represent 
all  of  them  young  and  brilliant  in  their  youth, 
or  thickened  by  maturity  and  almost  sudden- 
ly old.  Queen  Isabella's  face  is  round,  her 
features  are  strongly  marked,  her  nose  is 
slightly  turned,  her  eyes  are  small  and  blue, 
her  hair  chestnut,  her  complexion  highly  col- 
ored.

Her  way  or  life  is  conven- 
ient, but  not  exactly  in  accordance  with  the 
laws  of  hygiene.  She  sleeps  longer  than  is 
reasonable.  She  breakfasts  gluttonously,  as 
Louis  XVI  did,  between  1  and  2  o'clock.  She 
very  often  hears  mass  at  4  o'clock  P.  M.,  which 
makes  the  post  of  Court  Almoner  very  dan- 
gerous for  the  health  According  to  the  doc- 
trine of  the  Church  ot  Rome,  no  priest  can 
celebrate  mass  except  fasting;  no  morsel  of 
food  shall  pass  his  lips  until  mass  shall  have 
been  celebrated.  To  fast  from  the  previous 
midnight  until  4  o'clock  P.  M.  must  tell  on 
the  health  Towards  evening  the  Queen  takes 
a  drive  in  the  retired  portion  of  Retiro,  and 
sometimes  in  the  most  frequented  avenues  of 
the  favorite  Madrid  drive.  Saturday  she  goes 
to  Atocba  Church  to  pray.  Whenever  she 
publicly  leaves  the  place  she  goes  out  in  a 
state  coach  with  six  horses,  escorted  by  cav- 
alry and  followed  by  four  or  six  immense 
coaches  drawn  by  mules,  such  coaches  as 
those  cardinals  at  R.  me  ride  in.  At  nightfall 
the  Queen  returns  to  the  palace  and  eata  with 
as  much  appetite  as  in  the  morning.  She  is 
sometime*  seen  at  the  performances  of  the 
Theater  Royal  and  of  the  opera,  and  although 


Ehe  goes  there  with  the  inevitable  procession 
of  cavalry,  bor^s,  mulea,  coaches  und  lackeys 
wearing  flesh-col  red  stockings  and  those  im- 
mense hats  worn  by  the  grooms  of  the  Pontifi- 
cal court.  Alter  the  profotmance  the  Queen 
presides  over  the  Council  of  Miuiaters  and 
then  the  Becret  camarillas,  after  which  ahe  is 
free  and  disappears. 

I  pity  the  almonerr  who  ui  e  obliged  to  fast 
until  four  o'clock  P.  M.  There  are  other  unfor- 
tunate people  about  the  Spanish  Court,  name- 
ly, the  courtiers  and  functionaries,  obliged 
by  etiquette  to  kiss  Queen  Isabella's  hand 
several  times  a  year.  Despite  ail  the  respect 
they  owe  their  sovereign,  they  know  the  gra- 
cious hand  ot  the.r  gracious  Queen  is  short, 
swoll  a,  and  slightly  scaly  in  consequence  of 
a  herpatic  dis^as  •  which  cannot  be  cured. 
The  contract  is  striking  between  the  Queen 
and  the  King.  She  has  masculine  manners — 
he  has  a  feminine  bearing  ;  her  voice  is  con- 
tralto— his  is  a  falsetto;  she  is  fond  of  violence 
exercise — he  is  afraid  to  get  on  horseback 
The  weakness  of  his  muscles  exposes  dim 
to  frequent  falls.  These  contrasts  suddenly 
disappear  in  their  children.  The  habits  and 
reeimen  I  have  indicated  change  when  their 
Majesties  visit  the  convents  founded  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Madrid  by  Sister  Patrocinio 
(the  King's  Egeria)  and  Friar  Claret,  the 
Queen's  spiritual  director,  whoso  virtues  re- 
ceived this  year  a  brilliant  reward  from  the 
Pope  in  the  shape  of  the  golden  rose.

The  N.  Y.  Tribune,  of  the  2d  inst,  contains 
the  following. 

To  the  Editor  of  the  Tribune.  Sir:  Thank- 
ing you  for  your  liberality  in  opening  your 
columns  heretofore  to  my  communications, 
allow  me  space  to  add  some  further  facts 
touching  the  Camilla  riot.  I  have  read  all 
that  has  appeared  in  the  Tribune,  and  have 
waited  for  additional  information  myself 
from  the  State  that  1  might  be  sure  of  cor- 
rectness in  what  I  write. 

1.  The  chief  information  upon  which  Ma- 
jor Howard's  first  letter  waa  based,  and  upon 
which  Bullock  based  his  message  to  the 
Legislature,  and  upon  which  your  corres- 
pondent from  Albany  seems  to  rely,  woe 
derived  from  the  statements  of  a  notoriously 
bad  negro,  who  had  served  a  term  in  the  pen- 
itentiary, and  whom  500  witnesses,  black 
and  white,  would  discredit  on  oath  in  a  court 
of  justice. 

2.  I  have  been  planting  for  several  years 
in  that  region.  I  am  there  habitually.  It 
is  one  of  ray  homes  in  the  State.  1  have  nev- 
er seen  or  known  of,  or,  before  1  read  in  your 
paper,  heard  of  a  blood '  ound  in  that  coun- 
try. I  am  assured,  and  do  believe  there  is 
not  one  in  that  whole  region  ;  and  I  do  not 
believe  there  is  a  dog  there  of  any  kind  train- 
ed to  track  either  a  black  or  white  man. 

3.  I  know  personally,  Judge  Vason  and  the 
gentlemen  who  acted  with  him  in  investigat- 
ing this  matter,  and  whose  report  throws  all 
the  blame  on  Pierce  and  Murphy.  I  know, 
also,  some  of  the  witnesses  who  gave  the'r 
evidence  under  oath.  We  have  no  more  re- 
liable citizens  in  our  State.  Judge  Vason  is 
an  old  Whig  and  Union  man ;  was  long 
judge  of  our  superior  Courts  ;  is  a  Christian 
gentleman  of  fine  education  and  most  exem- 
plary character  and  elevated  mind,  and  whom 
any  Northern  jury  would  believe  without 
doubt  or  hesitation. 

4.  lhe  letters  of  your  correspondent,  at 
least  the  statements  they  make,  are  origin- 
ated by  some  persons,  for  the  express  purpose 
of  inflaming  the  Northern  mind  and  influen- 
cing the  elections  pending 

5.  You  think  it  strange  that  so  many  ne- 
groes were  killed  and  so  few  whites  injured. 
To  me  this  is  not  strange.  The  negroes  wert- 
slaughtered,  as  they  will  always  be,  under 
such  circumstances.  Their  white  leaders  es- 
caped, as  they  inteuded  beforehand  to  es- 
cape. If  the  people  of  the  North  will  not  be 
moved  by  the  wrongs  and  the  dangers  to  the 
whites  of  the  South,  I  beg  them  to  rescue  the 
poor  negroes  from  sure  destruction  by  repud- 
iating these  re-constrnctioa  measures,  and 
thereby  remove  the  inducements  offered  to 
carpet-baggers  and  renegades  to  breed  strife 
an  i  hate,  that  they  may  get  offices. 

6.  Is  it  not  singular  that  so  many  Northern 
people  will  insist  in  believing  with  implicit 
confidence  the  wild  statements  of  frightened 
convict  negroes,  and  bad  white  men,  who 
abandon  white  society  to  use  the  negro  for 
selfish  ends,  and  of  anonymous  writers,  and 
summarily  set  aside  the  most  solemn  state- 
ments under  oath  of  onr  best  people,  antl 
the  asurance  of  the  whole  white  race  of  the 
South,  as  mere  attempts  to  "white  wash  reb- 
el outrages  ?  '  Strangers  und  renegades,  of 
the  most  original  secession  stamp,  are  index- 
ing negroes  to  acts  which  load  to  their  slaugh- 
er,  in  order  to  make  dupes  of  educated,  re- 
fined Northern  whites,  that  these  Northern 
whites  may.  in  turn,  and  for  vengeance,  make 
victims  of  the  Southerm  whites,  all  to  the  end 
that  these  strangers, and  theworst  secessionists, 
may  get  tlie  offices  for  their  loyalty !  These 
are  tne  only  fruits  which  the  reconstruction 
measures  have  produced  or  can  produce  in 
the  South.  Ought  such  measures  to  be 
"maintained  and  perpetuated?' 

The  attempt  to  weaken  the  facts  I  state  (it 
so  intended)  by  n  little  personal  ridicule  of 
myself  is,  in  view  of  the  issue,  scarcely  par- 
donable, but  is  pardoned.  Your  kindness 
in  permitting  me  to  be  heard  through  j'our 
columns  in  behalf  of  our  people  will,  with  me 
and  them,  excuse  any  criticism  your  sense  of 
propriety  may  permit.  But  do  even  me  jus- 
tice.

I  had  in  view 
just  such  consequences  as  this  Camilla  riot 
Is  it  violence  to  say  that  a  man  who  will, 
through  negroes  as  his  tools,  endanger  my 
property,  my  life,  and  my  family,  shall  not 
eat  at  my  table,  or  sleep  under  my  roof? 
Even  Orator  Puff  was  never  so  illogical.

.u.  may  uave  used  such  language  toward  in- 
citers to  riot  and  bloodshed  in  the  South,  but 
toward  no  other.  You  quote  me  in  parallel 
columns  with  the  colored  man  Turner.  Al- 
low me  to  thank  you  for  allowing  me  to  be 
equal  with  the  negro  in  the  Tribune.  It  is  a 
privilege  which  is  denied  me  by  the  re-con- 
structiou  measures.  The  Tribune  is  more 
liberal  than  the  policy  it  seeks  to  "maintain 
and  perpetuate.' 

It  is  impossible  for  the  Northern  people  to 
conceive  now  adroitly  and  yet  now  effectual- 
ly our  utterances  in  the  South  are  distorted 
here,  and  how  completely  our  meaning  is  of- 
ten reversed,  and  the  applications  of  our 
words  changed. 

I  find  a  wide  spread  idea  at  the  North  that 
the  election  of  General  Grant  will  insure 
peace  and  quiet  at  the  South.  This  result 
the  South  will  desire,  but  it  is  not  possible  if 
General  Grant,  as  President,  shall  "maintain 
and  perpetuate"  the  reconstruction  measures. 
The  fault  does  not  lie  in  the  temper  of  the 
Southern  whites,  as  is  represented  at  the 
North,  but  it  lies  in  the  character  of  the  re- 
construction policy  and  in  its  logical  work- 
ings. These  measures  breed  a  dirty  class  of 
office-seekers  at  the  hands  of  negroes,  who  in 
turn  breed  Camilla  riots.  Our  best  white 
people  are  now  doing  all  in  their  power  to 
prevent  these  results  in  hope  of  early  relief 
in  the  Presidential  election.  We  do  not  re- 
gard the  government  forced  under  these  re- 
construction measures  as  yet  legally  estab- 
lished. In  our  opinion  the  American  people, 
in  this  election,  are  to  express  their  will  on 
that  question.  If  General  Grant  shall  be 
elected  carpet-baggers  and  negro  instigators 
will  feel  sustained  and  encouraged.  Our 
white  people  will  feel  abaudoned  by  the 
North,  and,  I  fear,  will  become  hopeless  and 
desperate.  I  turn  from  the  picture  of  the  result 
When  you  blame  men  for  not  keeping  quiet 
and  cool  in  a  fire,  then  blame  the  Southern 
whites  for  results  in  that  case.  People  of 
the  North  save  us  now  !  On  the  other  hand 
the  election  of  Seymour  will  be  accepted  as  a 
decision  by  the  American  people  that  thene 
governments  are  not  established  ;  the  few 
whites  who  now  support  them  from  policy 
will  abandon  them;  all  inducement  to  organ- 
ize negroes  as  voters  will  be  at  an  end  ;  the 
people  will  be  encouraged,  hopeful ;  good 
governments  for  all  colors  will  return,  and 
peace  will  be  assured,  and  be  universal  and  in- 
stantaneous. I  do  know  that  all  our  indus- 
trial arrangements  are  affected  by  this  con- 
tingency. If  Mr.  Seymour  19  elected,  planta 
tions  now  idle  are  to  be  worked,  factories 
bjilt,  and  capital  invested,  and  at  fair,  good 
prices.  If  General  Grant  shall  be  elected, 
bargains  are  to  be  rescinded,  and  none  will 
venture,  except  such  aa  are  compelled  for  a 
living,  and  have  no  other  resource.

The  three  classes  which  we  have  en- 
umerated comprise  the  head  and  body  of 
the  party,  which  the  tail  has  got  to  follow  or 
stay  behind. 

the  oarry  as  a  party  thus  holds  that  Con- 
gress now  has  the  power  to  establish  negro 
suffrage  in  all  the  adhering  States;  and,  as 
the  ratification  of  the  fourteenth  article  bad 
not  been  proclaimed  when  the  Chicago 
Convention  seemingly  disclaimed  this  power, 
and  as  those  who  derive  it  from  other  sources 
all  concur  in  likewise  deriving  it  from  the 
fourteenth  article,  the  power,  to  avoid  the 
reproach  of  consistency  and  bad  faith,  would 
of  course  be  exercised  under  that  article. 
And  it  would  be  promptly  exercised. 

A  bill  for  the  purpose,  introduced  by  Sena- 
tor Wilson,  of  Massachusetts,  is  even  now  ly- 
ing ou  the  table  of  the  Judiciary  Committee 
of  the  Senate  ready  to  be  reported  and  passed 
at  the  December  session,  if  the  Repnblicans 
in  tho  mean  time  should  triumph  at  the  polls. 
Here  iafhe  bill,  having  been  introduced  be- 
fore the  ratification  of  the  fourteenth  article 
was  proclaimed,  Senator  Wilson  with  many 
other  Republicans  contending  that  the  article 
became  a  part  of  the  Constitution  as  soon  as 
it  was  ratified  by  three-fourths  of  the  repre- 
sented States : 

"  Whereas,  The  fourteenth  article  of  the 
amendment  to  the  Conatitution  of  the  United 
States  has  been  ratified  by  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  States,  and  is  therefore  a  part  of  the 
fundamental  law;  and  whereas,  the  first  sec- 
tion of  said  article  of  amendment  declares 
that  'all  persons  born  or  naturalized  in  the 
United  States,  and  subject  to  the  jurisdiction 
thereof,  are  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
and  of  the  State  wherein  they  reside,  and  that 
no  State  shall  make  or  enforce  any  law  which 
shall  abridge  the  privileges  or  immunities  of 
citizens  of  the  United  State3; '  and  whereas, 
the  said  fourteenth  article  of  amendment  to 
the  Constitution  empowers  Congress  to  en- 
force bv  appropriate  legislation  the  provi- 
sions of  the  said  article,  therefore, 

"  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Houses 
of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  in 
Congress  assembled.  That  there  shall  be  no 
denial  of  the  elective  franchise  to  a-y  male 
citizen  of  the  United  States  by  any  State  on 
account  of  color,  or  race,  or  previous  condi- 
tion, anything  in  the  Constitution  or  laws  of 
any  State  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That 
each  and  every  person  who  shall  violate  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall,  on  conviction  in 
any  court  of  the  Urited  States,  be  fined  for 
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sas-Nebraska  bill,  nearly  all  the  old  Whig 
leaders  of  the  South  jofned  the  Democracy. 
This  left  the  Whigs  or  Americans  in  a  deci- 
ded minority.  It  was  then  I  felt  it  to  be  mv 
luty  to  chauge  the  purpose  of  my  life  and  en- 
tire politics. 

It  was  my  lot  to  engage  with  atl  my  humble 
powers,  from  1853  to  1861,  in  a  vain  etfort  to 
arrest  the  tide  of  secession  that  was  sweeping 
the  South,  as  I  thought,  into  revolution.  Late 
in  the  winter  of  1800.  more  earnest  than  ever 
before,  I  warned  our  people  that  a  war,  on  the 
most  unequal  terms,  must  follow  secessioa 
On  one  ot  these  occasions  a  distinguished 
secession  gentleman  replied  to  my  warn- 
ings by  reading  extracts  from  prominent 
Northern  Republicans,  ninl  with  special  em- 
phasis from  the  columns  of  the  Tribune,  to 
the  effect  that  if  tbe  people  of  tba  South  desir- 
ed to  secede  they  had  a  perfect  right  to  do  so, 
and  would  be  allowed  to  do  so  in  peace.  He 
then  alluded  to  me  as  one  born  and  raised  in 
the  South,  and  yet  was  endeavoring  to  fright- 
en our  people  from  their  rights  by  th  eats  of 
war,  while  Northern  Free  Soilers.  who  had 
been  esteemed  the  enemies  of  the  South,  were 
conceding  our  rights  and  assuring  its  peace- 
ful exercise.  Now,  my  good  sir,  v;h«it  -ould  I 
have  rejoined  ?  Here  rre  tha  ve/y  words  I 
did  rejoin. 

"  I  care  not  what  Mr.  Greeley  and  Mr  Wade, 
or  any  other  Republican,  or  all  Republicans 
together  have  said  or  may  say  to  the  contrary. 
Morelo  be  relied  on  than  all  the.se.  I  plant 
myself  on  the  inflexible  laws  of  human  nature 
and  the  unvarying  teachings  of  human  exper- 
ience, and  warn  you  this  day  that  r.o  govern- 
ment half  as  great  as  this  Union,  can  be-  dis- 
membered and  in  passion,  except  through 
blood.  You  had  as  well  expect  the  fierce 
lightning  to  rend  the  air  ami  make  no  thunder 
in  its  track,  aa  to  expect  peace  to  follow  the 
throes  of  dissolving  government  I  pass  by 
the  puerile  taunts  at  my  devotion  to  the  best 
interests  of  the  people  among  whom  I  was  I 
born  and  reared,  and  trust  my  vindic.-.tion  to 
the  realities  of  the  future,  which  I  deprecate 
and  would  avert,  and  again  tell  you  that  dis- 
solve this  Union,  and  war  will  come.  1  do 
not  say  it  ought  to  come.  I  cannot  tell  when, 
nor  how  nor  between  whom  it  will  come.  But 
it  will  come,  and  it  will  be  to  you  a  most  une- 
qual, fierce,  vindictive,  and  desolating  war". 

Since  the  passage  of  these  fatal  reconstruc- 
tion measures  by  Congress,  I  have  done  all  in 
my  power  to  arrest  tbe  tide  at  the  North  which 
is  trampling  on  all  the  guarantees  of  liberty 
in  ten  States  of  the  Union,  and  which  is  de- 
stroying the  Constitution  for  all  the  States  of 
the  Union.  I  find  now  a  bitterness  at  the 
North  and  a  feeling  of  distrust  toward  the 
South  far  more  irrational  and  unprovoked 
than  I  ever  witnessed  in  the  days  of  secession 
struggles  at  the  South.  If  the  North  in  I860 
had  done  half  as  much  to  allay  the  fears  of 
the  South  as  the  Southern  whites  are  doing 
to  inspire  confidence  and  good  will  nt.  »he 
North,  those  of  us  who  were  in  the  midst  of 
the  unequal  struggle  would  have  been  enabled 
lo  prevent  secession.  But  I  find  the  same 
fatal  delusion  prevailing  here  with  the  archi- 
tects of  the  Constitution's  overthrow  that  pre- 
vailed with  the  secessionists  of  the  ^outh  in 
1860.  It  is  said,  let  us  m  iintain  and  perpetu- 
ate measures  which  origin  ted  outside  of  the 
Constitution,  and  which  have  been  or  may 
be  established  by  force,  and  we  shall  have 
peace!  The  will  of  the  people,  your  leaders 
write,  is  the  higher  law,  the  Constitutions  will 
bend  and  b  eak  before  this  unstable  arbiter 
without  disturbing  the  peace  of  the.  nation  ! 

Sir,  do  not  charge  me.  as  did  the  seces- 
sionists, with  a  desire  to  alarm  or  an  intent  to 
threaten.  But  I  cannot  see  the  Constitution 
— the-grandest  production  of  human  effort  for 
the  security  of  human  freedom — hopelessly 
toppled  to  its  foundations  by  a  maniac  storm 
of  passion  and  hate,  and  utter  no  protest  or 
warning  against  the  ruthless  act.    I  tell  y 
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each  and  every  offence  not  less  than  $1,000 

be  imprisoned  not  less  than  six  months, 
both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court" 

As  the  ratification  of  the  fourteenth  article 
b /  three-fourths  of  all  the  States  has  since 
been  proclaimed,  whereby  all  ground  of  hesi- 
tation on  the  part  of  the  Republicans  of  Con- 
gress is  removed,  this  bill,  if  the  Republicans 
should  triumph  in  the  coming  elections,  would 
infalib'y  be  shot  through  the  forms  of  legisla- 
tion and  lodged  in  the  statute-book  long  before 
Grant's  inauguration.

The  Con 
st  i  tut  ion  cannot  be  destroyed  in  peace  Wake 
your  people  from  this  fatal  delusion  befbea  it 
is  too  late.  1  cannot  tell  when  or  bow  or  be- 
tween whom  war  will  come.  But  it  will  come. 
The  nation's  "blood  will'flow  when  the  na- 
tion's Constitution  is  stabbed.  Freedom  will 
die  when  this  freedom's  life  is  destroyed  " 
And  as  the  shadow  is  greater  than  the  sub- 
stance, so  will  the  war  which  will  follow  the 
attempt  to  destroy  the  Constitution  be  fiercer 
than  that  which  followed  the  attempt  to  dis- 
solve the  Union. 

Bnt  this  much  I  know :  A  united  North  will 
not  again  wage  battle  against  a  divided  South. 
Repeated  pledges  of  'rights,  dignitv.  and 
equality  preserved  unimpaired."  will  not 
again  induce  armies  to  disband,  and  States  to 
become  helpless.  Magnanimity  in  loyal  de- 
stroyed of  Constitutions  will  not  again  be 
expected.  The  holy  traditions  of  common 
struggles  will  not  aaain  weaken  revolution; 
nor  will  the  adhering  properties  of  common 
blood  and  race,  under  the  domination  of 
fanaticism,  again  be  trusted.

Jp.ded  on  such  measures  last?  How  long 
ought  they  to  last  ?  They  are  outside  of  the 
Constitution;  they  libel  the  Declaration  of 
Independence:  they  negative  every  pledge 
made  to  induce  surrender;  thej  outrage 
blood,  they  subject  men.  women  and  children 
of  ten  States  to  daily  scenes  of  riot  and  de- 
caying industry,  and  nightly  forebodings  of 
pillage  and  rape  ;  they  organize  semi-savages 
under  protection  of  federal  bayonets,  into 
armed  political  bands,  that  strangers,  knaves, 
and  vagabonds  may  be  chosen  to  fill  the  seats 
once  occupied  by  Madison.  Lowndes,  and 
Berrien,  and  be  called  the  representatives  of 
a  people  whom  thev  thus  insult,  endanger, 
and  enrage.  Can  such  measures  work  peace  ? 
Are  tiie.se  guarantees  against  disburbance? 
Come  what  may,  the  people  of  the  South  will 
never  vitalize  these  governments  with  their 
consent.  It  is  not  the  want  of  that  consent  I 
that  breaks  the  peace.  The  evils  which  hreak  i 
the  peace  are  in  the  governments  themselves 
— their  nature,  origin,  and  working-;.  These 
evils  would  not  be  removed  if  this  consent 
were  given,  but  would  only  be  strengthened 
and  made  permanent  and  destructive. 

I  defy  you  to  show  me  a  single  condition  of 
restoration  or  reconstruction,  prepared  by  the 
army,  or  by  the  President,  or  by  Congress, 
which  the  South  rejected,  and  which  being 
rejected,  damaged  the  North,  or  which,  if 
accented,  would  not  have  dishonored  the 
South. 

Do  not,  I  beseech  you,  drive  the  Southern 
people  to  utter  desperation.  Remember  your 
promises  before  all  faith  is  hopelessly  de- 
stroyed. Return  to  the  Constitution  before 
your  wanderings  from  its  boundaries  are  for- 
ever irretraceable.  Restore  your  currency 
and  your  bonds  to  gold  value,  and  the  Union 
to  good  will,  by  allowing  to  the  Southern 
States,  over  their  internal  affairs,  the  same 
power,  under  the  same  Constitution,  which. is 
allowed  to  and  exercised  by  the  Northern 
States. 

How  is  it  courageou  •  to  oppress  the  South 
only  because  you  can.  But  I  warn  you,  tbe 
same  government  cannot  administer  force  at 
the  South  and  freedom  at  th^e  North.  Tee 
time  has  come  when  emphatically  the  country 
must  be  atl  free  or  all  slave. 

Ten  millions  of  white  people — Americans 
— wearied  with  repeated  offers  of  Union ;  ex- 
hausted with  protestations  of  good  faitli  and 
sincerity;  voiceless  with  vajn  pleadings  for 
peace;  hopeless  of  the  redemption  of  pledges, 
impoverished  with  insatiate  exactions;  sick 
with  fruitless  concession*  to  malignity ,  dis- 
tracted because  they  will  not  consent  t6  dis- 
honor; despised  because  they  will  not  be  in 
feriors ;  oppressed  because  they  will  not  agree 
to  be  ruled  by  slaves;  maligned  as  rebels  be- 
cause they  will  not  submit  to  pillage  by  ne- 
groes lea  on  by  strangers,  and  driven  by  a 
terrible  experience  to  the  final  conviction 
that  in  themselves  alone  is  their  protection. 
Such  a  people,  though  deserted  by  all  man- 
kind, are  not  powerless.
